Some facilities that lacked were no 
libraries in the elementary schools and no 
clear philosophy of what constituted the 
elementary. Junior, and or Senior High 
School. The real challenge was to ac- 
quire all of the above with a low tax base 
because Lake Station has no industry. 

When asked about how small Lake 
Station was and how he feels working 
here he said, "Our community may be 
considered small but our school system 
ranks in the upper 50% in size of student 
population in Indiana. The community is 
very comfortable and it was a good 
community to work in." 

Dr. Kayes' contract was not to terminate until June of 1994, so the decision tc 
leave early was his.

Superintendent. In July of 1965 he became Superintendent. Prior to that position 
he was a teacher. Dean of Students, Assistant Principal, and Principal. 

Some awards Dr. Kayes has received are: The Who's Who in Educational 
Administration, Outstanding Young Educator Award, Presidents Award from Lake 
Station Chamber of Commerce, Governor's Sagamor of the Wabash Award, and 
many more. 

Dr. Kayes will be missed by many people. And we're thankful for what Dr.

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A new program for students was started this year. This program is for students who need help with a variety 
of problems. 

Mr. Georgion, Mr. Locasio, and Mrs. Synol applied for a grant to establish this program. The grant was made 
possible for Project SOAR (Student Opportunity for Assistance and Resistence). 

The program started this past fall at the original high school building. 

Junior high and high school students who may be thinking of dropping out, or who may be having problems 
are offered this program. 

Some students may be too scared to ask for help; therefore faculty and administrators may refer a student 
to the program. 

Students entering SOAR begin having a regular school day. They take four academic courses, and can 
choose to take a drug and alcohol education course, which teaches them about the harmful substances. 

A student goes through 
four levels while at SOAR.
